Failure to reach deal 
may cost government 
an estimated $1.2B 

Washington 

A partisan stalemate that has par- 
tially shut down the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration will continue 
into September, stopping airport 
construction projects and depriv- 
ing federal coffers of potentially 
more than $1 billion in uncollect- 
ed ticket taxes, after congressio- 
nal attempts to reach a deal fell 
through on Tuesday. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., initially told reporters 
that he would be willing to accept 
a House Republican bill to restore 
the FAAs operating authority even 
though it contained cuts in subsi- 
dies for rural air service that some 
Democrats oppose. But he later 
reversed course after a possible 
deal with House Republicans had 
fallen through. 

The Senate was due to leave 
for its August recess Tuesday. The 
House left Monday. 

“Republicans are playing reck- 


less games with airline safety,” 
Reid said. “We should not let ide- 
ology interfere with making sure 
that Americans’ air travel runs as 
smoothly and safely as possible.” 

The FAA’s operating author- 
ity expired on July 23, as well as 
the authority of airlines to collect 
about $30 million a day in ticket 
taxes, meaning the government will 
be unable to collect an estimated 
$1.2 billion in taxes if the shutdown 


continues until lawmakers return 
to work next month. 

Nearly 4,000 FAA employees 
have been laid off, and stop-work 
orders have been issued for more 
than 200 construction projects. Air 
traffic controllers have remained on 
the job, and Transportation Secretary 
Ray LaHood has vowed that safety 
won’t be compromised and travelers 
won’t be inconvenienced.

Ticket Tax Refunds 

US Airways Group Inc. says it 
will offer direct refunds of ticket 
taxes that travelers paid before the 
taxes lapsed on July 23. The taxes 
can add up to $60 or more on a $300 
round-trip ticket. The taxes stopped 
when the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration partially shut down. Travel- 
ers who bought tickets before the 
shutdown but flew during it are due 
a refund. Some airlines have been 
telling travelers to ask the IRS for a 
refund. The IRS has asked airlines 
to refund the money directly. Delta 
said on Monday that it would offer 
direct refunds.

Economy Concerns Rise 


Report: Americans 
spent less in June for 
first time in 2 years 

Washington 

The stock market is on its longest 
losing streak since the financial 
meltdown of 2008, confronted 
almost every day by fresh evi- 
dence that the economy is in seri- 
ous trouble again. 

The Dow Jones industrials 
declined more than 265 points 
Wednesday, their worst day in 
more than two months, and closed 
below 12,000 for the first time 
since June 24. 

Investors sold all day after a 
report that the economy, which 
is barely growing and straining 
to produce jobs, is getting almost 
no help from consumer spending. 
Americans saved more in June 
and spent less for the first time in

almost two years. 

“The market is starting to won- 
der where the growth is going to 
come from,” said Nick Kalivas, a 
vice president of financial research 
at MF Global. “It hasn’t hit the 
panic button yet, but that’s where 


we’re drifting.” 

The spending decline in June 
came after a report last week that 
the economy grew at an annual 
rate of less than 1 percent in the 
first six months of the year — the 
slowest since the end of the Great 
Recession in June 2009. 

Tuesday’s report showed that by 
June, Americans had only grown 
more cautious. They are faced with 
high unemployment, stagnant pay, 
sliding home values and other chal- 
lenges. The government said con- 
sumer spending dropped 0.2 per- 
cent in June. It was the first decline 
since September 2009. Consumer 
spending fuels about 70 percent of 
economic growth. 

The economy added just 
18,000 jobs in June, the fewest 
in nine months, and the unem- 
ployment rate is 9.2 percent, the 
highest all year. The government 
will issue the July figures Friday.

Egypt on the Cusp of Mubarak’s Trial 


Health in Question 

Former Egyptian president Hosni Mubarak is 

well enough to stand trial, despite assertions from 
the 83-year-old’s camp that his health is failing, 
Egyptian officials said last week. Mubarak will be 
transferred from Sharm el-Sheikh, where he is hos- 
pitalized for a heart condition, to Cairo. If Mubarak, 
who ruled for 29 years, does not attend the opening 
session, it is likely to cause an uproar, (twp/ap) 



Nation waits to see 
its ousted leader in 
the defendants’ cage 

Cairo 

On Wednesday, former Egyptian 
president Hosni Mubarak is expect- 
ed to appear inside an iron cage, the 
centerpiece of a makeshift court- 
room and a powerful reminder of 
how much has changed since his 
ouster nearly six months ago. 

As the proceedings are broad- 
cast live, millions in the country 
will be riveted. 

“It’s a decisive moment in the 
history of the Egyptian people, to 


see this ousted president behind 
the prosecution cage after seeing 
him portrayed as a divine figure on 
television for decades,” said Mah- 
moud el-Khodairy, a former judge 
who is a critic of Mubarak. 

The ex-leader is accused of graft 
and of ordering the killing of near- 
ly 900 demonstrators who took to 
the streets during the l8-day upris- 
ing that ended on Feb. 11. 

Many Egyptians have tired 
of the country’s interim military 
leadership, led by Mubarak’s long- 
time defense minister, Mohammed 
Hussein Tantawi, and have voiced 
doubt in recent months that the 
trial would go forward. But the mil- 
itary rulers, under growing pres- 


sure, appear willing to proceed. 

Mubarak will stand trial with 
his two sons, as well as former 
interior minister Habib el-Adli and 
others. The proceedings will pro- 
vide an important test of a judicial 
system that was once subservient 


to Mubarak. 

“The question is: Can he get 
a fair trial in the current polit- 
ical environment?” said Elijah 
Zarwan, an Egypt expert at the 
International Crisis Group. “There 
are new masters now, and so soon 


after [Mubarak’s] fall, have they 
had time to gather the evidence 
in this case?” 

Moving ahead quickly with the 
trial also carries risks, analysts and 
human rights groups said. They 
argue that Mubarak’s abuses last- 
ed 30 years, but his trial will cover 
a few corruption charges and his 
conduct during the revolution. 

Still, a poll conducted this 
spring by the International Repub- 
lican Institute, a nonprofit group, 
showed that Egypt’s court sys- 
tem had higher approval ratings 
among Egyptians than political 
parties, the independent media, the 
business community or state-run 
media, (the Washington post) 


Crackdown 
Intensifies 
On Syrians 


Beirut 

Syrian troops tightened their siege 
on the city of Hama on Tuesday, 
sending residents fleeing for their 
lives and drawing a fresh wave of 
international condemnation against 
a regime defying the growing calls 
to end its crackdown on anti-gov- 
ernment protesters. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton met with U.S.-based 
Syrian democracy activists. The 
Obama administration is weigh- 
ing new sanctions on Syria, as the 
death toll from two days of mili- 
tary assaults on civilians Sunday 
and Monday neared 100. 

Italy became the the first Euro- 
pean Union country to pull its 
ambassador to Syria as the regi- 
ume continued its push against 
protesters. 

The mounting international out- 
cry has had no apparent effect so 
far in Syria, and, as expected, fresh 
protests erupted Monday evening 
across the country, (ap)

DDOTs Man Behind the Wheel 


Agency director tries 
to balance innovation 
with traditional style 

Washington 

Terry Bellamy walks to work. On 
days when he has meetings far- 
ther than a couple of blocks from 
the D.C. Department of Transpor- 
tation’s offices atop the Navy Yard 
Metro station, he might grab one 
of Capital Bikeshare’s ubiquitous 
red bikes. 

On rare occasions, he’ll drive. 
Bellamy, who was confirmed 
last month as the director of the 
DDOT after six months as its inter- 


im director, said his style of travel 
is becoming more common in the 
District, where almost one-third of 
the residents don’t own a car. 

“We are the incubator of the 
world. Everybody comes to D.C. 
to see what we are doing,” he said 
when Mayor Vincent C. Gray, a 
Democrat, nominated him. 

Bellamy might soon have to 
decide whether the city can con- 
tinue to be an innovator. He’s fol- 
lowing the media-sawy tenure of 
Gabe Klein, a former entrepreneur 
and extrovert who introduced bike- 
sharing, installed fancy new park- 
ing meters and pushed forward the 
old-school use of streetcars. 

Then-Mayor Adrian M. Fenty,

a Democrat, told Klein his job was 
to shake things up. 

Whether Bellamy will be a 


change agent like Klein, his old 
boss, or a more traditional depart- 
ment head as his 27 years of expe- 
rience in the field hint at, may be 
dictated by budgets and differing 
mayoral philosophies. 

Bellamy “absolutely is for- 
ward-thinking and progressive,” 
Klein said. “The only question is 
whether he will be allowed to be 
as innovative as he wants, and 
whether he will be able to draw in 
the talent.” 

The recent loss of several high- 
ranking administrators in the 
900-employee department made 
transportation bloggers nervous 
and wonder whether the DDOT’s 
era of innovation had ended. 


“Today, people don’t stay 30 
years in one position,” he said. 
“Yes, we get talent, and we lose 
talent. But even as they move on, 
we stay in contact and they share. 
They continue to share.”

Va.’s Jet-Setter-in-Chief 


McDonnell racks up 
miles, costs taxpayers 
$200K in 17 months 

Richmond, Va. 

In his first 17 months in office, 
Gov. Robert F. McDonnell’s travel 
in and out of Virginia on the state’s 
fleet of planes and helicopters cost 
taxpayers more than $200,000 as 
he flew for government business, 
occasionally for political events and 
sometimes with his family. 

He has traveled mostly across 
the state or to the District to speak 
at conferences or on his monthly 
call-in radio shows, announce new 
jobs, attend groundbreakings or 
hold town hall meetings. 

In all, McDonnell, a Republican, 
used two state-owned planes and 
four helicopters to travel 140 days, 
generally several flights a day, at a 


cost of $228,444 between his Jan. 
16, 2010, inauguration and June 9, 
according to records released by 
the state in response to Freedom 
of Information Act requests.

McDonnell is one of 39 gover- 
nors with access to state- owned 
planes and one of 24 with available 
helicopters. And while state air- 
craft have sometimes made head- 
lines in other states — Gov. Chris 
Christie, a Republican, came under 
fire after he used a state helicop- 
ter to fly to his son’s baseball game 
— they have been used equally by 


Democratic and Republican gov- 
ernors in Virginia. 

According to the records, 
McDonnell once flew with his fam- 
ily to Martinsville for a NASCAR 
race, where he served as grand 
marshal. 

Another time, he and his sons 
flew to Winchester, where his 
daughter Rachel was crowned 
queen of the Shenandoah Apple 
Blossom Festival. 

“Being governor is not a desk 
job,” said his spokesman. Tucker 
Martin. “It takes interaction with 
constituents statewide and a con- 
stant presence during times of cele- 
bration and times of mourning.” 

Brian Moran, chairman of the 
Democratic Party of Virginia, 
said the difficult economic times 
require that McDonnell lead by 
example. “You would expect some 
austerity by the governor,” he said.

Pr. George’s Bans Police Side Gigs 


Palmer Park, Md. 

The Prince George’s County police 
department is banning its members 
from working security at house 
parties while off-duty after five 
officers were hired for a weekend 
party where someone drowned, 
police said Tuesday. 

Deputy Police Chief Kevin 
Davis said Tuesday that the offi- 
cers weren’t to blame for the death 
of 22-year-old Kevin Akinfeleye of 
Lanham and were not even aware 
that the man was at the bottom of 


the pool until more than two hours 
after he drowned. 

But he said the department, 
nonetheless, would now prohib- 
it officers from off-duty jobs at 
house parties as part of a broader 
restriction on outside employment 
that the police force will unveil 
next month. 

“When we have a need to take 
immediate action to ensure that 
we’re acting in a manner in which 
the community expects us to act, 
we’ll take those actions right away,” 
Davis said, (ap)

The debt deal sets the stage for a fresh 
budget brawl in the coming months

Washington 

With scant time to spare, President 
Obama signed legislation Tuesday to 
raise the federal debt limit, avoiding 
an unprecedented national default 
that he said would have devastated 
the U.S. economy. But the truce with 
Republicans that defused the crisis 
seemed to be fading already. 

“We’ve got to do everything in 
our power to grow this economy 
and put America back to work,” 
Obama said, arguing for includ- 
ing revenue increases as well as 
spending cuts. 

This week’s peace pact between 
the two parties is unlikely to be 
long-lived. 

The bill sets up a 12-member 
panel of lawmakers with authori- 
ty to recommend fresh deficit sav- 
ings from the federal budget. 

Such politically sensitive ben- 
efit programs as Social Security 
and Medicare will be on the table 
as the panel of six Republicans 
and six Democrats works against a 
Thanksgiving deadline. So, too, an 
overhaul of the tax code. Congress 


will have until Christmas to vote 
on the recommendations without 
the ability to make changes. 

As an incentive for action, fail- 
ure to do so would trigger $1.2 tril- 
lion in automatic spending cuts. 

Even before the president signed 
the legislation, he and Republicans 
were maneuvering for political 
position on the next stage.

“We can’t balance the budget 
on the backs of people who have 
borne the biggest brunt of this 
recession,” Obama said, renew- 
ing his call for higher taxes on the 
wealthy. “Everyone is going to have 
to chip in. It’s only fair.” 

Senate Republicans say it will 
not happen. 

“I’m comfortable we aren’t 
going to raise taxes coming out 
of this joint committee,” Senate 


Minority Leader Mitch McCon- 
nell, R-Ky., said in an interview 
with Fox on Monday. He conceded 
that Republicans got only part of 
what they wanted in the deal, and 
he pointed to next year’s elections 
as a chance to gain clout. 

Many Democrats have com- 
plained about the concessions 
Obama made in the deal, and Senate 


Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
and other Democrats sought imme- 
diately to change the subject. 

“We now have the chance to 
pivot away from budget battles to 
jobs. We can reset the debate, and 
that’s what we intend to do,” said 
Sen. Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y.

Q&A 

What are the immediate 
effects of the spending cuts? 

Probably not that much. The deal 
calls for initial cuts of more than 
$900 billion in federal agency 
budgets, but with the bigger cuts 
coming later in the decade. The 
Congressional Budget Office says 
that for next year the cuts amount 
to only $21 billion out of total 
spending exceeding $3.6 trillion. 


Why did the negotiators set up 
a special committee? 


Congress has frequently turned to 
commissions or special committees 
when it is confronted with issues 
that are just too sensitive or con- 
troversial for lawmakers to handle. 
Often these commissions write re- 
ports or make recommendations 
that Congress promptly ignores, but 
there have been instances of suc- 
cess. 

Will this solve the nation’s deficit 
and debt problems? 

Not by a long shot. With the govern- 
ment racking up deficits of more 
than $1 trillion a year, the prospects 
for achieving a balanced budget in 
the near future are dim. Similarly, 
the national debt, is $14.3 trillion 
and will grow so long as the govern- 
ment spends more than it raises, (ap)

Tiger Woods was on the practice 
range just as the sun began to rise 
Tuesday over Firestone, his first 
time on a PGA Tour golf course in 
nearly three months. 

Even as the season heads toward 
a conclusion, Woods can’t wait to 
get started.

Woods said. “And, hopefully, to win 
the tournament.” 

That part about Woods hasn’t 
changed.

Fountains Aim 
For the ‘Sky’ 


Album Review 

After years of noble semi-obscu- 
rity punctuated by one novelty 
hit (“Stacy’s Mom”), Fountains of 
Wayne went on a hiatus that some- 
times seemed permanent — their 
new album, “Sky Full of Holes,” is 
only their second studio release in 
eight years. 

Fountains of Wayne albums are 
usually unimpeachable: poignant 
and gently ironic, and ridiculous- 
ly well made. Even the bad ones 
are pretty good. “Sky” — with its 
carefully detailed stories of subur- 
ban schlubs, feuding bar owners

When Airlines 
Lose Luggage 


The rules vary when 
it comes to how a 
carrier deals with lost 
or pilfered luggage 

The Navigator 

Jaime Sigal’s suitcase felt a little light 
when he picked it up from the con- 
veyor belt in Sao Paolo, Brazil, so he 
gave the heavy-duty bag a careful 
once-over. Sure enough, the zipper 
appeared to have been forced open. 
Sigal made a beeline for the LAN 
Airlines counter. Three items were 
missing: a blazer, a leather jacket 
and boots, totalling $1,700. 

Every day, the same scenar- 
io repeats itself in airports every- 
where. Luggage is lost or pilfered, 
and airlines do their best — or not 
— to find or replace it. 

The problem isn’t just lost lug- 
gage; it’s what happens next. The 
rules vary, depending on where 
you lost the bag and how long it 
takes to recover it. 

After Sigal filed a claim, LAN 
offered to pay him either $300 or 
cut him a $600 flight voucher. He 
refused both. “The reimbursement 
is not even close to the replacement 
cost of the items,” he said. 

Under the Montreal Convention, 
an international treaty that governs 


compensation for the victims of air 
disasters, Sigal was entitled to a 
maximum of about $1,800. 

I suggested that Sigal mention 
to LAN that its offer came nowhere 
near what the Montreal Convention 
calls for. When he did, LAN asked 
for receipts for the stolen items, 
which he sent. The airline offered 
him about $1,800 in flight vouch- 
ers, which he accepted. 

The number of reports of mishan- 
dled luggage from 2010 among 
domestic airlines, according to the 
Transportation Department, (ap) 


But when luggage is delayed, 
the rules say that an airline must 
reimburse passengers for “rea- 
sonable” expenses, such as tuxe- 
do rental for a wedding. 

Effective Aug. 23, new rules will 
require airlines to refund any fee for 
checked luggage if the bag is lost. 
Anticipating the new rule, carriers 
have become more cautious about 
how they treat your property. Delta 
recently introduced a new tracking 
system for bags that lets you follow 
your luggage online and presum- 
ably will ensure that fewer bags 
will be “misplaced.” Christopher
